We understand the Menzaleh. Canal ‘and 
Navigation Co. intend commencing.a sérvics 
between Matari-h and Port-9sid (Ka Hoole in 
a few days. The service most at first be more 
or lesa experimental until the “raises” 


ond+r somewhat ne ditions, and until it be 
ascértained by: experince what time will be 
occnpied by the journey between the two 
towns, 

The difficulty at present appears to be for 
the steamers - t» attain’ the estimated speed in | 
shallow water. This, however, in no way affects 
the ultimate success of the service, for the 
actaal cost of dredging is comparatively small, 
and it would well repay the company to deepen 
the canal, if- by doing eo it were tound that 
the speed of the steamers could be increased 
to that estimated. It is expected that very 
shortly a regular time-table will ba published, 
‘and qnick trains betweén Matsrieh and 
Vansourah will ran in connection with the 
company’s service acrosa the lake. The 


‘| ateamers will probably leave Port-Said daily at 


8am. and it is hoped that passengers will 
catch the 11.30 train from Matarieh to Man- 
sourah. , | 

The disadvantage of Karpoaty as a point of 
departure will soon be done away witb, for. 
within three months the company expests to 
have completed the canal up to Raswa, where 
a large quay is now uoder cohstraction. When | 
this work is finished the passenger steamers | 
will leave for Matarieh from Raswa. 

We understand the company is negotiating 
with the Government for acting as salesmen for 
the fish basiness on the lake, with a view to 
protecting the interests of the fishermen, who 
are now completely in the hands of groups of 
local sheikhs. 

Parchases of building sites at Matarieh have 
also been made recently which should yield a 
good profit. 

The opening of the Ananieh Canal for. navi- 
gation, insariag a free waterway from Port- 
Said to Mansourah and even UVairo, is now 
under study. 

Ao ordiag to the company’s concession, this 
p rtion of the work must be commenced before 
Janvary 1, 1907, and finished by January, 1909. 
Were it not for the failare of a well-known 
E glish firm to deliver a second dredger on 
the lakein March, 1905, the canal between 
Matarieh and Damietta would os now beea 
sompleted.

Other books have 
appesred on the songs of the Ezyptians, such 
as Bonriant’s “Chansons Arabes Popniaires,” 
bat’ Professor Scha«ffer’s book deals, not with 
tha songs of Cairo bat with those of the 
peasants of Upper Eyypt, living so far from 
the metropolis. Unlike Monsieur Bouriant’s 
book, where the sougs are entirely in Arabic, 
with not. a word in French to say what they 
mean, the author gives the songs in Latin 
characters and the translation line by line, 
in some places word for word. ‘There is no 
doubt that these songs ara really sang by 
the natives in that part of thes country ; 
they are, ther refore, genuine songs as any 
Egyptian who hails from the Said will at 
once find ont and will probably remember 
many of them. Like all songs in colloqaial 
Arabic, théy are not set to metre, as Arabic 
poetry must of necessity be,bat they have their 
melodies to Egyptian ears, and I may venture 
to say they are not displeasing t» European 
ears when properly read. Not knowing German, 
[could only judge the book in ita English garb, 
and having carefal'y compared the original 
Arabic of many of the songs with their English 
translation, I have no hesitation in saying that 
Mrs. Breasted ‘has done her work ina very 
creditable manner and is therefore to be con- 
gcatulated on its success. [t is most difficult to 
make a literal com >rehansible translation from 
one language to another, especially poetry or 
songs, as all who have tried it have found ont, 
and [ am sare few of Mra. Breasted's English
